DRAMA IS SAFE 
SAYS ERLANGER 


Manager Has No Fears for Future 
of Theater---Adding More 
Houses to His Chain 


New York, April 26.—Notwithstanding 
the attacks being made upon it by the 
motion pictures, the radio and the lesgs- 
organized forms of amusement, the 
American drama is still on its feet and 
will not be struck down, according to 
A. L. Erlanger. 

“I see no reason whatever,” says the 
prominent manager, “for entertaining 
any fears that spoken drama and mu- 
sical comedy have lost their hold on 
theatergoers. The heart of the American 
playgoer is still in the right place. There 
is not one theater—not a single house of 
the many that I control thruout the 
United States—that does not today show 
a balance on the right side of the ledger 
for the season now drawing to a close. 
Certain by-products of the legitimate 
theater have developed considerable 
prominence, but I am unable to believe 
that they are any real menace to the 
parent theater itself. Let the playwrights 
begin again to give us plays that actually 
reflect and portray life—not just some 
bizarre and sensational phases of it but 
life itself—and American theatergoers 
will be found as hungry as ever for the 
spoken drama.” 

To back up his belief Mr. Erlange: 
continues to add houses to his chain. He 
has renewed his leases on the Knicker- 
bocker and Liberty and expects to have 
two more New York theaters under his 
management before long.

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PLAYWRIGHTS’ FINAL CONTRACT 
READY FOR MANAGERS TO SIGN 


Not More Than 50 Per Cent of Film Rights Allowed Managers--- 
At Least 75 Per Cent of Music Rights for Composers--- 
Closed Shop Demand Against Foreign Writers 

‘ Modified 


EW YORK, April 26.—The minimum basic agreement between the Dramatists’ 
Guild of the Authors’ League of America and producing managers was issued 
last Thursday in its final form as approved section by section during the course 

of the recent meetings held by the playwrights and producers over a period of nearly 


two months of negotiation. Copies have 
for their signatures, and the newly formed 
Producing Managers’ League has called 
a meeting for tomorrow afternoon to of- 
ficially ratify the agreement, a purely 
formal procedure, as a verbal agreement 
has already been reached. 

The final printed forms reveal that the 
sums derived from motion picture rights 
shall be divided according to the resulting 
settlement of bargaining between author 
and manager in each case, but in no 
event shall the manager receive more 
than 50 per cent. The sale of film rights 
will be in the hands of the “arbiter” ap- 
pointed by a two-thirds vote of the Coun- 
cil of the Guild and a two-thirds vote of 
the managers who have signed the agree- 
ment. 

The authors and composers of musical 
shows retain all publishing rights and the 
royalties shall be divided with the man- 
agers, but not less than 75 per cent goes 
to the former parties. Provision is made 
for the release of radio rights, with the 
manager not to receive over 50 per cent 
of the profits so derived. Sums brought 
in from mechanical reproduction are to 
be divided according to mutual contract. 

The closed shop demanded by the play- 
wrights has been slightly modified with 
relation to foreign writers. Authors writ- 
ing in a foreign language are not required 
to join the Guild, but if their plays are 
adapted by American authors the adapt- 
er must be a member of the Guild. 
British playwrights need not become 
Guild members to obtain production in 
the United States, but each manager is 
restricted to the production of one play 
in each season written by an English 
author outside of the Guild. 

The printed agreement is 31 pages long. 
Most of the other important points have 
already been outlined in The Billboard 
as they were settled upon during the 
negotiations and need not be repeated, as 
a, full reading of the text of the contract 
‘is necessary to those who are interested.

CHAIN OF 40 THEATERS _ 
TO BE BUILT IN FLORIDA 


First Will Be Erected in Ft. Pierce---Theater-Hotel in New York--- 
$1,000,000 Sports Arena in Detroit---Theater-Office Build- 
ing for Milwaukee---Other Theater Building Activities 


UCH activity centered about the announcements for the construction of new 
theaters last week. The activity seemed to be confined entirely to the smaller- 
class playhouses, none of the supervariety being planned, altho Sid Grauman. 
West Coast theater owner; Joseph Schenck and Hiram Abrams, of the United 
Artists’ Corporation, were in Chicago seeking @ down-town site for a theater, which 


no doubt is to be one of the chain of 15 
supertheaters planned in the key cities of 
the country. In Detroit a huge sports 
arena also is planned by the local capital- 
ists there, while Lewis J. Selznick an- 
nounced in Florida plans for a chain of 
$0 theaters to be constructed by a large 
corporation, 


At Fort Pierce, Fla., Lewis J. Selznick, 
motion picture magnate, while there to 
complete negotiations for the site of a 
$250,000 playhouse, announced plans for 
the construction of a chain of 40 theaters 
in the principal cities of Florida by the 
Equitable Finance and Securities Cor- 
poration. Details were not given. Mr. 
Selznick latgr left for Palm Beach. The 
Fort Pierce Theater will be one of the 
first of the chain, and construction is to 
start in about 30 days and completed by 
December. Building plans are being as- 
sembled by Thomas W. Lamb, New York 
architect. The building will be a two- 
story Spanish structure providing for 30 
stores and offices. The auditorium is to 
seat 2,000. The stage, 30 by 100 feet, will 
be sufficient to care for theatrical and 
operatic productions. There will be en- 
trances on four streets. 


The Columbia Theater Company, of 
Baton Rouge, La., thru its president, L. 
F. Hart, has secured a 99-year lease at 
the corner of Third and Conwention 
streets, which has a frontage of 64 feet 
by 128 feet deep, and will erect a theater 
at an estimated cost of $250,000. The 
property is oceupied now by the Union 
Bank and Trust Company. The lease 
expires in about a year. 

In New York plans were announced 
for a motion picture theater to seat 4,000 
and 15-story apartment hotel te be 
erected at Broadway, Amsterdam avenue 
and 74th and 75th streets. The property 
was purchased last week by Irwin S&S. 
Chanin and Henry I. Chanin from Fred- 
erick Brown for $2,500,000. The theater 
will have an entrance on Broadway, while 
the hotel will have a roof garden and a 
specious ballroom. 

A theater and office building, costing 
about $2,000,000, is proposed for down- 
town Milwaukee. Altho the site has not 
been purchased as yet, plans are said to 
have matured to the point where it is 
almost certain that a 12-story building 
containing stores, offices and a theater 
will be built. Another Milwaukee project 
is a neighborhood theater on the South 
Side. This playhouse is to be built for 
Anton Atanshoff at a cost of more than 
$30,000, and will seat nearly 1,000. 

An indoor sports arena for hockey, box- 
ing and other events will be built in 
Detroit before next winter, John C. Town- 
send, one of the sponsors of the project, 
announced. The indoor stadium will be 
known as the Winter Palace, will have 
seating arrangements for 16,000 peo- 
ple, and is to cost in the neighborhood of 
$1,000,000. 


Los Angeles is to have another new 
theater at Eighth street and Broadway. 
The playhouse is to cost about $250,000. 
Construction will not start before the 
first of the year.

Radio Royalty Issue 
Again Before Congress 


Washington, April 24.—-A renewed ef- 
fort to pass radio legislation at_ this 
session of Congress will be made by 
Senate leaders in order that broadcasting, 
virtually unregulated at present, may be 
brought under Government control. 

At the hearings conducted this week 
Nathan Burkan, the New York lawyer, 
made a conclusive constitutional case for 
the American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers before the com- 
mittee considering the Dill-Vestal Bill, 
which would fix prices for broadcast 
music royalties. Burkan is counsel for 
the society. 


At the hearings it was also charged 


that the National Association of Broad- 
casters is controlled by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 


which in turn is in almost complete con- 
trol of the radio industry and broadcast- 
ing. 

The legitimate theater also joined in 


the fight with the society in protesting 
against the bill, when Joseph B:ckert,s, 
representing Florenz Ziegfeld, A. L.

CHORUS GIRLS CALL MASS MEETING 
TO PROTEST AGAINST SLANDERERS 


New York, April 26.—A mass meeting 
of chorus girls will be held at 3 o'clock 
Friday afternoon, April 30, at the Liberty 
Theater to ascertain whether the ladies of 
the ensemble are interested in forming a 
society’to prevent the misuse of the term 
“chorus girl” ip connection with sensa- 
tional newspaper stories, and also to pre- 
vent further slandering of the profession 
by applying the term to notorious women 
who have absolutely no legitimate con- 
nection with the stage. 

The call for the meeting is issued by 
Winifred Beck, Teddy Dauer, Grace 
Jones and Betty Wright, all now appear- 
ing on Broadway, and every chorus girl 
is welcome to attend, the only requisite 
being that she be in good standing in the 
Chorus Equity and that she present her 
Equity card at the door. In a signed 
letter to The Billboard the instigators of 
the meeting state, in part: 

“For many years certain newspaper 
writers have accepted, without much con- 
sideration of the truth, statements that 
various notorious characters are chorus 


girls, and have, without further thought, 
smeared the front pages of their publica- 
tions with sensational headlines. Were 
it a shop girl or factory girl little*atten- 
tion would be paid, but because the per- 
son in question happens to have chosen 
the stage for a career, a splendid chance 
is seen for further slandering the profes- 
sion, which, contrary to seemingly com- 
mon opinion, is not confined to social out- 
gasts. Today, the chorus presents an op- 
portunity for earning a decent, well-paid 
living, and with us it is just as much a 
business as any other profession in which 
women are engaged. Not content with 
constantly exploiting the chorus in every 
wrongdoing within its ranks, the press 
has often seen fit to apply the term ‘cho- 
rus girl’ to notorious persons who have 
absolutely no connection with the thea- 
ter.’ 


The letter goes on to say that the writ- 
ers assume that hundreds of otheY girls 
feel as they do about having their profes- 
sion Qegraded and cheapened in so many 
ways.” They ask all who are interested 
to come to the mass meeting. 
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GEST TO PRODUCE 
MOVING PICTURES 


Signs Contract With United Ar- 
tists To Produce One Picture 
a Year for Six Years---Will 
Receive $250.000 a 
Year, According to 


Report 
New York, April 24.—Morris Gest, 
prominent producer, who sponsored The 
Miracle among other big spectacles and 
brought the Moscow Art Players to this 
country, signed a contract this week 
with Joseph M. Schenck, chairman of the 
board of the United Artists’ Corporation, 
under which he will produce a motion 
picture a year for a period of six vears 
for this concern. It was reported the 
theatrical producer would receive $250,- 
000 a year under the terms of the agree- 
ment and that he would have carte 
blanche in his film-production activities 
for United Artists. 

The first picture will be The Darling 
of the Gods, the film rights of which have 
been held by David Belasco, producer of 
the play. Belasco has refused in past 
years to permit a picturization of the 
play, produced in 1902, but gave his per- 
mission upon learning that Gest, his 
son-in-law, had negotiated a contract 
with United Artists. This firm releases 
all the product of Douglas Fairbanks, 
Mary Pickford, Charlie Chaplin and 
other screen celebrities. 

The Gest productions will be known as 
Morris Gest Spectacles and are expected 
to include adaptations for the screen of 
legitimate productions Gest has _ spon- 
sored. Among them were the famous 
The Miracle, Che Chin Chow, Aphrodite 
and Mecca. 

Negotiations between United Artists 
and the producer-impresario have been 
on for 11 months, according to report. 
Insistence by Gest that he have time to 
produce for the Broadway legitimate 
stage was one of the main points at issug 
in consummating the deal. Under the 
contract for film production Gest will 
be permitted sufficient time to continue 
his activities in the legitimate. 

Work on the first Morris Gest spec- 
tacle is not expected to Start until the 
sprine of next year. All the pictures, 
according to present plans, will be pro- 
duced in Hollywood and released for 
world premiere and distribution by 
United Artists. 


While this will mark Gest’s debut as 


a motion picture producer, it will not 
be the first time he has been identified 
with the films. His first venture was 


when he induced Geraldine Farrar 10 
years ago to appear in a screen version 
of Carmen. Later he was in association 
with D. W. Griffith in the presentation 
of Hearts of the World, and two years 
ago he sponsered Douglas Fairbanks in 
The Thief of Bagdad.

Mark Twain was not a playwright, so 
it isn’t fair to judge Joan of Arc from 
a dramatic standpoint. His literary 
style, while delightful in books, does not 
fit back of the proscenium arch any 
more than does the style of Joseph Con- 
rad, whose One Day More recently re- 
ceived a brief showing at the Princess 
Theater. Writing for the theater is an 
art separate and distinct from the creat- 
ing of novels, and the sooner this is 
realized by everyone connected with the 
theater the better off the stage will be. 
Joan was announced as a possible eve- 
ning attraction, but the play as it now 
stands, or rather reclines, will never 
do. It is split into 10 scenes and two 
acts, and between the scenes an old nar- 
rator, dressed like St. Peter, reads from 
a sheaf of papers. In this clumsy man- 
ner the continuity of the piece is re- 
tained at the price of losing the interest 
of the audience. A single soliloquy in a 
dramatic piece such as Hamlet is en- 
durable, but in Joan of Arc, which is al- 
most without sympathetic interest, it is 
boring in the extreme. 

The career of the Maid of Orleans is 
traced from the day she receives the 
first message (portraved by a dazzling 
white spot) until she is led off stage to 
be burned at the stake. Unquestionably, 
the story of Joan is a big subject, tho 
t dramatic possiblities are open to 
argument, but in the present play the 
bigness of the theme is missed by stag- 
ing the piece with only eight men in sup- 
port of the star. Th’'s, of course, renders 

e battle scenes and the action in the 
courtroom noth mg short of absurd, altho 

does build up a fat part for Miss 
Clemens who is making her stage debut 
She does well with the difficult role of 
Joan in spite of the lack of love interest 
and in spite of the heavy handicap im- 
posed upon her by the armor she wears in 
one scene. Miss Clemens’ early scenes 
give little promise of the powerful char- 
acterization she builds during the latter 
part of the play, which is sufficient to 
make one want to see her in another pro- 
duction. 

Reynolds Evans, who does splendid 
work in Cyrano, scores in three different 
roles, each of which is skillfully handled 
and at all times sincere. Le Roi Operti, 
who directed the production, plays the 
part of the Narrator, reading his lines in 
a sing-song voice. The rest of the cast 
doubles and triples and P. J. Kelly ene 
acts eight roles, being especially effec- 
tive as Vendome.

O’Brien, Renee Fenbow, Emily Slater, 
Ida Miller and Gerry Dean. The sketches 
and lyrics by Gene Lockhart and Percy 
Waxman, and the music by Lockhart, re- 
main practically the same. Van Lowe, 
of Earl Carroll's Vanities, has been 
brought in, however, to restage the musi- 
cal numbers and ensembles which were 
originally so commendably worked out 
under the direction of Adrian S. Perrin 
And then new settings and costumes have 
been thought necessary, persumably in 
respect to Broadway. 

Someone has a peculiar idea of “im- 
provement”. Of course, “improvement” 
must have been the idea. Some of the 
changes ig the personnel in all prob- 
ability were forced by outside offers, but 
for the rest and the restaging, what ever 


the idea was, the results are most un- 
happy. It is with regret that this review 
must reverse the impression chronicled 


after that first first-night uptown. Al- 
lowing for the newness apparently felt 
in the Broadway house, the bungling of 
the stage crew and particularly for the 
general letdown in individual perform- 
ance caused obviously by an over-strenu- 
ous and fatiguing dress rehearsal, it must 
still be said that the merits of the 
original production have been completely 
lost. Without disparaging the newer 
members of the cast, the super-personality 
is gone, the numbers are flat and no 
longer as highly amusing and signs of 
amateurishness crop out everywhere. The 
ensemble numbers and dances are par- 
ticularly crude. More the pity, because 
these were so well staged at the Heck- 
scher. Unfortunately the new director 
must shoulder the blame, for his lack 
of skill in handling the hard-working and 
conscientious chorus is only too apparent. 
Van Lowe is an excellent dancer himself 
and undoubtedly he will make as excel- 
lent a director after he has had more 
experience in this, an entirely different 
field than his own, 

The principals injected into the show 
for its Broadway showing may be dis- 
missed with a few words, few but favor- 
able to their basic talents. Dolly 
Sterling comes from the night clubs. 
There she really belongs with her 
growling baritone voice but she also has 
possibilities for the legitimate stage 
under proper guidance and with right 
material. Tho her technique is finished 
and easy, for the type of low comedy 
she does, she simply is not one bit funny 
in the “stuff” she has to offer in Bunk. 
One suspects she would be a riot if she 
were presented seriously instead of as a 
clown. Marie Lambert and Jeanne 
Greene are pleasing to eye and ear, and 
Joveph McCallion gives a clean-cut, pro- 
fessional performance. 

As to the redecorating—why did they 
do it? The simplicity of the settings and 
costumes at the Heckscher has been re- 
placed by garish cheapness. Evidently an 

ttempt has been made to dress up for 
Times Square. Better neat homespun 
than gaudy silks and satins.

NEW $25,000,000 BOND ISSUE 
CONTEMPLATED BY KEITH-ALBEE 


Mortgage for That Sum Filed To Secure Bonds, Which Will Be 
Dated May 1---Money Will Be Used To Further Expand 
Circuit With New Theaters 


EW YORK, April 24.—Preparatory to issuing 20-year bonds to the extent of 
approximately $25,000,000, a mortgage for that amount was filed Wednesday in 
the office of the Hudson County Register of Deeds (New Jersey), made over by 
the B. F. Keith Theater Corporation to the Bankers’ Trust Company, of this city, 


and Henry J. Wilson, trustee. 

The mortgage covers upward of 25 
theaters owned outright or in part by the 
theatrical organization in New York, 
Jersey City, Boston, Washington, D. C.; 
Brooklyn, Detroit, Lowell, Mass.; Cleve- 
land, Syracuse, Rochester, Philadelphia 
and other cities thruout the country. 

It is intended to date the bond issue 
May 1, according to pregent plans, and 
interest will be payable semi-annually at 
6 per cent. The papers, which are for 
the purpose of securing the bond issue, 
were sfgned by Edwin G. Lauder, Jr., 
first vice-president of the B. F. Keith 
Corporation, and William J. Kernan, 
secretary, while officers acting in similar 
capacity acted for the banking house. 

This issue will be the second this year 
for the theater circuit, which floated a 
$6.000,000 issue a month ago. These 
bonds sold at $100 and were readily 
taken up. 

Edwin G. Lauder, Jr., stated to a 
Billboard reporter that the issue was for 
further expansion. About one-fourth of 
the money available will be taken up 
shortly after the issue and used to build 
the new house in Flushing, L. L, and 
also a new house in Boston. 

The rest of the money will be taken 
up in the course of a year or longer, ac- 
cording to the needs of the organization. 
Various rumors are to the effect that the 
money will be used to tie up further with 
a motion picture producing, distributing 
and theater circuit in which the theat- 
rical concern is already interésted to 
some extent, but this is not affirmed or 
denied by the officials, who point out that 
they have made a tremendous outlay in 
money in building a series of the largest 
vaudeville theaters in the country, and 
also that the Hippedrome was acquired 
at a big expenditure which involved a 
$5.000,000 deal. 

Two weeks ago Loew’s, Inc., floated a 
$15,000,000 bond issue after a higher 
statement of earnings was issued, and at 
the time the bankers were willing to 
increase the issue by one-third or more, 
Loew’s, Inc., stock fell below the average 
on the New York Stock Exchange, going 
to 35% a share, but rose today to 38%, 
where it usually sells.

According to present plans, which will not be changed unless business 


suffers more than expected, there will be only 10 big-time houses shut down during 
the hot weather, and the list of junior theaters will be smaller than in previous years. 


The Grand Theater at Calgary, Can., 
closed two weeks ago, shutting down 
earlier than expected. The next house 
is the Orpheum, Omaha, which goes dark 
tonight. This is the last vaudeville that 
will be played at this house. It is being 
torn down for the erection of a new and 
more modern playhouse that will reopen 
with Orpheum vaudeville some time next 
season 
: The other houses scheduled to close are 
the Orpheum, Winnipeg; Orpheum, Van- 
couver; Orpheum, Seattle; Heilig, Port- 
land; State, Sacramento; Orpheum, 
Denver; Orpheum, Kansas City, and the 
Orpheum, St. Louis.

A strong 10-act show, with the spots switched around considerably, due pos- 
sibly to the fact that Healy and Cross canceled on account of illness. They were 
billed for No. 3, and were replaced by Gertrude Vanderbilt and Company, who 
cpened intermission. Eva Tanguay and the headliner and a number of offerings 
new to this house helped make it unusually entertaining. The show got under way 
a few minutes past 2 o’clock, despite daylight-saving time and previous shows 
starting at 2:30. Attendance was but fair for this house and just about capacity 
in receipts. 

Paul Remos and His Wonder Midgets provided an unusually fine open- 
ing turn, in which the familiar routine of acrobatics and balancing tricks were 
done. with the midgets doing their remarkable stuff toward the close of tha act. 
At any other house but this the turn takes a much better spot. 

Edwin George, now assisted by a woman, did his “Comedy of Errors”, 
a come dy juggling act of outstanding merit as to laughs and legitimate stunts, mak- 
_ the second spot a breezy one. Patrons appreciated the juggler in no uncertain 

erms. 

Dave Apollon, assisted by Emily Fitzgerald and Marjorie Lane, and his 
Manila orchestra, appeared here for the first time in the present offering and 
drew forth several unanimous hands during the course of the entertaining flash, 
which includes dancing to some extent and is mostly musical. The hard-working 
Apollon held forth at the piano and played his mandolin during the early part of the 
act and the girls danced a bit. Toward the close he introduced his seven-piece 
string orchestra of Filipinos, and they offered a variety of pleasing selections played 
in capable style, and Miss Lane contributed another acrobatic dance, apparently 
having no spinal column in her neck and defying it to break. It was not so long 
ago that the youthful head of this act appeared with Ford Sisters, and played his 
string instruments in “one” as one of the features. He'll never slip out of his star 
postition now, for he has more stuff than ever, down to comedy on the Balieff order. 

Art Frank and Harriet Townes, in “Tha Hick and the Chick”, is another 
combination new here, altho Miss Townes has been seen before, particularly with 
Tom Patricola when he played in vaudeville last. Frank has been doing his rural 
characterization comedy and dancin’ on the small time for a few years, and if the 
offering gets no worse he should never want for a big-time route. His “old rube” 
stuff is as funny and consistent as any on the circuit and better than the majority 
of such characterizations. Added to this is his great line of eccentric and other soft- 
shoe steps, an act in itself. Miss Townes herself is much improved as to dancing and 
wore a couple of smart costumes, also making a fine little aggressive straight for 
her partner. : 

Ethel Davis, late of a musical show, with Earle Brown at the piano, more 
than lived up to her billing at her Palace debut, which reads “Refreshing Songs 
and Chatter”. In a smooth, even tempo she got off several marvelous bits of ma- 
terial more or less spicy, but exclusive, and second to none in effectiveness never- 
theless. Of pleasing personality and using a matter-of-fact style of delivery, she 
gave every indication of scon being on a par with some of the best comediennes 
in the two-a-day racket. All she needs is to become a little better known to the 
patrons, which time will take care of, of course, and she will be an unusually strong 
Graw. 

Helen Ware and Company is still another debut as to the act at least, 
being A Lady of the Law, by Wildam E. Morris, of the cast, and J. W. S.yre. Miss Ware 
has sufficient scope for the style of role she usually does in the legit., and plays 
the part of a lawyer who does not believe in capital punishment or circumstantial 
evidence convictions. Thru hook or creok she manages to win out over the am- 
kitious political prosecutor, and her click is saved, but in a way not strictly to the 
usual procedure. Offering is fairly well acted for the most part and has suffic'ent 
action to make it a good one as such playlets run. Will be further reviewed under 
“New Turns”. 

Gertrude Vanderbilt and Company opened the second half in a special 
song and dance routine that got over nicely for a ninch-hitting team. Miss Vander- 
bilt. assisted by her juvenile partner, as usual was quite smart in her stuff, with 
the possible exception of the flapper bit. which is true material just now, and if it 
weren't, the way it was done would be nothing by way of enhancing the offering. 

Leo Bilt, also a newcomer, and, like most foreign ventriloquists, proved 
he was well worth bringing over. He works in full stage, and, contrary to the 
rule, he uses no dummy, but other contrivances. One of these was rather grue- 
some, such as the head of a man in a box. He used the box and also a valise, he- 
cause his finesse is such that the varied tones make it appear as tho the voice were 
loud when the box is open and far away when closed, ete. The rising and falling 
inflections make for much novelty. The latter part of the routine is done with a 
miniature figure, minus a head. The head is supplied by painting eye and mouth 
on his hand in the same manner as done by the clown, Pepito. With this figure 
he used a funny, squeaky voice as well as occasional French accents, and gathered 
many laughs as he went along. Attention is paid to no end of minute details in this 
part and he scored accordingly. Will be further reviewed under “New Turns”. 

Eva Tanguay, rejuvenated, as the billing insistently states, is still going 
strong insofar as being a great trouper. At least new costumes, plus drops and 
songs, were on hand, with Miss Tanguay selling the songs for all they were worth. 
The opening song was done with a monkey wrapped around her neck, which wasn’t 
going to be shook off even if it had to hang on to an arm. This was effective, of 
course, since it was on the back of her neck at first and some didn’t discover it 
— later. She stressed the “hot” stuff for the most part and revealed much pep 
as of yore.

In spots the show was excellent and in other spots it was almost putrid. The 
next-to-closing act, the team of Morris and Baldwin, was the weakest the Hippo- 
drome bills ever had in this position. This served to let down the show at the very 
point where it should be assuming its entertainment height. The new Albertina 
Rasch Girls, replacing the Foster Troupe at this house, are quite to the king's taste.

manager of the Musgrove Theaters, Ltd., 
the J. C. Williamson firm, who arrived 


here via London from Australia Thursday on his first world tour. 


While there is much speculation~ in 
of the rising tide of film presentations on 
the vaudeville field, there is no such pon- 
dering in Australia, intimated Crawford. 
Vaudeville is gaining a stronger foothold 
daily and the populace is gradually grow- 
ing fonder of that type of entertainment, 
said the English manager. 

“To be sure,” said Crawford, “Aus- 
tralian houses follow the styles set by 
New York and London theaters. Some of 
the larger London houses are playing 
presentations, just as are those in New 
York. And éven in Australia there are 
houses that have introduced them 
already. Yet the situation is not at all 
alarming in the island, for vaudeville has 
too strong a foothold and too bright pros- 
pects to have anything to fear from the 
motion picture houses. Anyway, from our 
point of view, the whole situation is not 
one to be worried over, for the majority 
of the houses are operated by a William- 
son subsidiary. There is none of the 
devastating opposition, as there is in 
New York, between the picture interests 
and the vaudeville circuits.” 

Crawford came here to take charge of 
the New York office of the J. C. William- 
son, Ltd., firm in the absence of Harald 
Bawden, the regular representative here, 
who left this week on the Cleveland for 
a six weeks’ holiday in London. From 
here Crawford will embark upon a tour 
of the principal cities in the United States 
on May 9%. On the Pacific Coast he will 
visit San Francisco. where he will hold 
a reunion with Bert Catley, whom he

hasn't seen for 15 years, and Los Angeles. 
On June 2 he sails from Vancouver for 
Svdnev, Australia, where he will take up 


his duties as head of the circuit again, 
after having been away on his tour for 
about six months. 

He has already made arrangements 
with the Keith-Albee people for an in- 
spection tour of their houses, and will 
study American vaudeville from both in 
front of and behind the footlights. Altho 
here only a few days thus far, fhe has 
admitted that he has learned a good deal 
about the game which will stand him in 
good stead upon his return to Australia. 
He has been particularly impressed with 
our quick and brusque, but, withal, ef- 
ficient way of transacting business, and 
went on record as being very favorably 
impressed. 

After looking over New York vaude- 
ville he will visit Boston and other East- 
ern cities with a similar object. On his 
way to the Coast he will also stop off 
at the larger cities en route. 

The degree of co-operation between the 
management and the artistes, Crawford 
pointed out, was one of the factors which 
accounts for the general impression that 
work on the Australian circuit is some- 
thing in the nature of a holiday. He 
himself admitted that vaudeville in the 
island is not strenuous t6 such a degree 
that it is in this country. There is no 
Sunday work in Australia and there are 
but two shows a day. In the matters of 
rehearsals, transportation and general 
conditions backstage, he said, every con- 
sideration is given the performer.

typical of this. I am sure John Barry- 
more and such distinguished artists have 
no cause to complain of the unquestion- 
ing hospitality which we mete out to 
foreign artists. And what is true of the 
stars is equally true of the humblest per- 

former. 

“Rumors are frequently circulated and 
encouraged by interested parties, whose 
interests are by no means those of the 
theater generally, nor inspired by the 
desire to promote healthy international 
relations. It is therefore up to all of 
us who want to see the show game 
develop ta its maximum of efficiency 
and advantageous co-operation to kill 
these mendacious and often inspired re- 
ports. 

“There are, of course, certain formali- 
ties with which entrants to any country 
have to comply. Sometimes these official 
requirements cause a certain amount of 
trouble. But American artists frequently 
have spoken to me of the courtesy and 
readiness to stretch a point which they 
have experienced on the part of the au- 
thorities generally. From British ar- 
tists, authors and musicians returning 
from the States I always hear the same 
reports of sincere cordiality and con- 
sideration. It would be to the great 
detriment of both English and Ameri- 
can players that uninformed or deliber- 
ately engineered reports to the contrary 
should go unscotched.”

The new admission scale for the Proc- 
tor house will be 50 cents for orchestra 
and 35 cents for balcony seats from Mon- 
day to Friday evenings, 75 cents orches- 
tra and 50 cents balcony for Saturday and 
Sunday evenings, 40 cents orchestra and 
25 cents balcony for matinees from Mon- 
day to Friday, and 50 cents orchestra 
and 35 cents balcony for Saturday and 
Sunday matinees. After trying out the 
new scale of admission, the price for all 
seats for Saturday and Sunday matinees 
may be made 50 cents. 

A feature of the price change that it is 
expected will help boost business is a 
special price of 25 cents to ladies for all 
seats at matinees. This applies to week- 
days and Sundays, but may be aban- 
doned for the holidays. 

According to the Proctor office, the 
Newark house has been one of its best 
moneymakers in spite of the severe op- 
position. In fact, it is said the business 
of all Proctor houses is holding up well.

Fisher Denies Rumors 


About His Partnership 


No Truth, He States, to Stories 
as To Him and Theater 
Managers 


New York, April 24.—Arthur Fisher, 
independent agent, who broke away from 
Fally Markus, with whom he had been 
associated for 10 years, and has estab- 
lished a_ successful os of his own, 
vehemently denies the rumor current on 
Broadway that he is in partnership with 
managers in his booking project. 

The rumor has gained ground rapidly 
and spread to owners of theaters booked 
by Fisher, with the result that com- 
plaints have come in. The allegedly 
erroneous report is thought by Fisher to 
have been circulated by a competitive 
independent booking agent whose name 
he will not divulge. 

According to the rumor, Fisher was in 
cahoots with-Michael Glynne, owner of 


the Patchogue Theater at Patchogue, 
L. L, and Charles Moses, owner of the

Island. He books both of these houses 
on @ split-week basis. Were such a tieup 
to exist it would be only natural on the 
part of other managers to assume that 
Fisher would favor these managers.

Ralston, the Philadelphia magician, re- 
cently closed an extensive tour of Penn- 
Sylvania. His appearance at this theater 
marks his debut in New York vaudeville. 
He carries 10 people in his company and 
runs for some 40 minutes, somewhat too 
long for metropolitan vaudeville, it seems 
and displaced about three acts. / 

His routine includes productions of 
girls from cabinets, of fish bowls and 
lamps from a foulard, some card stunts 
the production of birds and animals from 
a cabinet and also of silk handkerchiefs 
from the same apparatus, the smoke in 
the tumbler, the transformation of a 
watch to a mouse and the spirit cabinet. 
He closes with the sawing a woman in 
half trick, announcing it, incidentally, as 
an experiment in “bloodless surgery”. 
Which was, of course, a feeble attempt 
to make it appear not quite so old. ~ 

One of the girls, and one of the boy 
assistants too, offer brief dances between 
numbers. These, if anything, detract 
from, rather than add to, the value of 
the offering. The girl, especially, dances 
in a most perfunctory and listless man- 
ner and seemed mightily glad to have 
it over with. The boy's stepping was 
only mildly better. ‘ 

The magician's chief assistant might 
have dressed more suitably. He appeared 
in gray trousers, a white shirt and bow 
tie. The male assistants wore bell-hop 
uniforms and the girls all appear in cos- 
tumes that only too obviously indicated 
that they were in the act more as em- 
bellishments than as assistants. But 
then, they were necessary for the pro- 
ductions—some of them were. 

The business with the boy who volun- 
teered from the audience gets the most 
laughs and applause, during the course 
of the act. This was due, in large mea- 
sure, to the attitude and behavior of the 
boy himself. 

Ralston has arranged a.routine that, 
despite its 40 minutes running time, has 
no distinctive or outstanding stunt. Then, 
too, he has nothing peculiarly his own— 
all the numbers are stock stunts of ma- 
gicians. There was a bit too much of 
the production business. And his man- 
ner of working leaves much to be desired. 
Altho a smooth talker, he might pay 
some attention to his grammar. On one 
eccasion, he was heard to say, “motion 
pictures have went so far.” Then, too, 
there is a certain crudeness about his 
work and many in the audience were 
heard explaining to their comrades how 
some of the tricks were done. This 
holds true particularly of the handker- 
chief to egg trick. 

However, with some cutting down and 
improvement in presentation, this will 
be an act that ought to get somewhere 
in vaudeville. mm 


Holt and Roberts 


Reviewed Tuesday evening, April 20, at 
Loew’s American Theater, New York. 
Style—Singing. Setting—In one. Time— 
Eleven minutes. 


Lyric tenor and soprano open with a 
duet of popular numbers. A popular num- 
ber by the man and an operatic piece by 
the woman follow. Both have excep- 
tionally good voices for vaudeville and 
their harmony was a treat to listen to. 
The operatic number was a difficult one 
and afforded the singer the opportunity 
to display her ability with the higher 
notes, which she did very capably. A

closing song, which was relished as well 
as the preceding numbers and warmly 
applauded by the audience.

This all-star rooster cast has little 
trouble in seoring in the closing spot 
which it held on this bill. The fowls 
are put thru their paces by a man with 
a most congenial personality who is 
aided by an aristocratic-looking, comely 
woman. 

The feature of the offering is an ex- 
hibition of Charleston dancing by one of 
the fowls. This got a big hand. The 
drunk dance, by a rooster attired in xn 
evening suit, also scored heavily. 

Tricks on a hoop, a swinging rope and 
a ball were interestingly and cleverly 
done. One of the rovusters also gives 
an exhibition of his prowess in arithme- 
tic problems. Tho the act is strong 
enough on the merits of performances of 
the kind it is made doubly so by the 
way the roosters are put thru their paces 
by the man who has plenty of comedy 
lines to inject at the most appropriate 
places. He does a bit of singing to in- 
duce one cock to do his drunk number 
and incidentally reveals a rich bass sing- 
ing voice. For closing there is a pretty 
number in which the roosters are seen 
riding merry-go-rounds, swings and other 
miniature Luna Park rides. An act that 
Ought to be on better time. P. B. 


Helen Bach Trio 


Reviewed Monday matinee, April 19, 
at the Hippodrome, New York. Style— 
Acrabatic, gymnastic novelty. Setting— 
In three, Time—Seven minutes. 

An above average opening act, more 
novel than the ordinary run of “dumb” 
turns and unique in that the female 
member of the trio proves herself of 
Amazonian strength. Also novel is the 
unusual rigging used for the gymnastic 
feats. 


The attraction opens with acrobatic 


combinations by the trio with Miss Bach 
displaying unusual powers of endurance. 
These bits are of such a sure-fire nature 
that the average act would use them for 
the windup. For their close, the Bach 
trio offers iron-jaw and endurance spe- 
cialties on a nondescript rigging, with 
the female member supporting the pul- 
ley part of the rigging with her teeth 
and hands. On the end of the z-shaped 
mechanic the two men perform iron-jaw 
feats of an effective nature. The under- 
man swings in a stationary trapeze and 
later on a chandelier. The trapeze frame 
trick might have been reversed for the 
chandelier bit for the close since it is 
the most effective of the two. The act 
opened the show, when reviewed, and 
scored without difficulty. RC

Reviewed Thursday evening, April 22, 
at the Republic Theater, Brooklyn, N. Y.

Rather heavy fare for vaudeville; 
nevertheless the average feminine two- 
a-day patron ought to eat this up and 
yell for more. The role allows Nazimova 
full sway as to her emotional powers, and 
the support is fairly flawless. Added is 
the “name’’ end of it to draw, thus mak- 
ing the playlet well worth a trip around 
any big-time circuit. 

The scene of the action is a London 
hotel, owned by a German, whose stu- 
pidity and accent tend to add a touch of 
eomedy to the apparent tragedy at the 
opening. Nazimova, as Diana, is found 
by the maid lying at the foot of her 
bed, seemingly dead. The proprietor is 
called and he in turns sends the maid 
for Doctor Maxwell, played by George 
Thorpe. The tall, cold-blooded English- 
man, who is a physician of note, learns 
that the woman is in a stupor, and re- 
minds the babbling hotel owner that his 
breakfast was interrupted, and he wants 
it brought into the room so that he may 
eare for the woman. He has already dis- 
covered a phial containing some sort of 
a narcotic and evidently knows the con- 
dition of his patient. 

Once the patient comes to the action 
becomes tense, for she talks compara- 
tively little and lets her actions and short 
answers do the work. Thorpe on the 
other hand has most of the lines, par- 
ticularly during the early part. His way 
of handling the role was perfect and did 
much to keep the piay in tempo and hold 
the interest when the lead was not in 
action. It develops that the woman is on 
the ragged edge, having been married at the 
age of 16 to a brute who subsequently 
divorced her. For a time she danced and 
made much money, after which she be- 
came one of “that sort” who lived just 
as she saw fit. Several times she wanted 
to commit suicide, and, as it happened, one 
pistol luckily missed fire. She is at the 
end of her rope, and he upbraids her in 
he-man fashion for being such a coward. 
However, later on she confides more fully 
in him, and shows that his first-hand 
diagnosis of her case was premature and 
hardly correct. There is a child, now 
aged 16, and she is starved for the sight 
of it. This changes the aspect, and he 
gives her some philosophical advice and a 
promise to help if she will make herself 
worthy of the child, etc. All of which 
was not accomplished without much dra- 
matic effectiveness on the part of the 
actress, who knows her stuff of course. 
When she delivered her spiel on the 
mother’s relation to her offspring a few 
women hastened to applaud, 

‘This is Nazimova’s first appearance in 
vaudeville since about_ two years ago, 
when she played one. or two days at the 
Palace in The Unknown Woman, by 
George Middleton. This was taken off 
because many members of the church, 
particulariv the Catholic clergy, objected 
to the divorce propaganda and to the in- 
direct slap at the Roman Catholic laws 
which prohibit divorces. The actress 
took the playlet off and was paid a few 
aeeks’ salary as tho the booking had been 
completed—about $15,000 worth.

Jay Kay, with the aid of four trim lit- 
tle maidens, gets across some of the 
neatest bits of comedy seen at this house 
in weeks and weeks. Nothing short of an 
inventive genius is the personable young 
man who bills himself so enigmatically. 
The comedy is derived, in the main, from 
the various ingenious mechanisms or con- 
trivances of his creation that may not be 
very practical, perhaps, out of the stage 
world, but are certainly “practical” when 
it comes to getting the laughs. 

About the merriest of his contraptions 
is a kicking machine. With this, you 
may, every time you feel so disposed for 
some rashness or other, kick yourself 
soundly. The story of the girl who 
couldn’t work the machine and the boy 
who wanted to show her how got the 
laughs easily. The demonstrations help- 
ed, of course. Other inventions around 
which some original laugh-getting bits 
of business were built are the alarm clock 
guaranteed to wake you, the saving bank 
and the warning thermometer.

Switching to full stage after this num- 
ber, the other girl proceeds to make up 
for the deficiency of her singing by the 
excellence of her work on a suspended 
rope, 

She works in white tights and uses a 
spotlight thruout. Her colleague serves 
as ballast for the rope and also offers 
another vocal number while the gymnast 
goes thru her routine on the rope.

686 Night Clubs Now 
Operating in Se Ba 0 


Record Figures Revealed by Li- 
cense Commissioner Who 
Confers on Curfew 


New York, April 24.—According to 
William H. Quigley, City Commissioner 
of Licenses, 686 night clubs are operating 
in New York’s five boros at the present 
time, under licenses granted by the city, 
in addition to a similar number operating 
as “social organizations” under State 
dance-hall licenses. 

These figures were revealed this week 
by the Commissioner during the discus- 
sion of\.the possibility of a curfew law, 
said to be favored by Police Commissioner 
McLaughlin and Mayor James J. Walker. 

The Mayor has said that 3 a.m. should 
be a reasonabje curfew hour for all clubs, 
but it is understood that the police head 
considers 1 a.m. as @ more appropriate 
hour, because of police information that 
criminals gather in many of the clubs in 
the early morning. 

Commissioner Quigley also said that 
clubs under private ownership usually got 
city licenses, but that social organizations 
obtained charters from the State in the 
belief that State supervision was not so 
strict as that by the city. 

In the meantime cafe owners and op- 
erators don’t appear to be worrying over- 
much. Most of them are planning to close 
for the summer anyway, and it is believed 
that by the time the fall again makes an 
appearance the curfew agitation will be 
only a memory. 2 

“It’s a smart political gesture,” a cab- 
aret proprietor declared this week. “In 
six “months -they’l] forget all about it.”

We are certain that some of the 
other performers, many of whom are now 
retired, are asking for the formation of 
some such club, where they can fore- 
gather and meet friends of their former 
days. But to re-establish a club is very, 
very hard work, 


Where Are the Boys of the Old Brigade?

ACT I—Pomeroy’s Home at Ferndale-on- 
Hudson. Four o’Clock on an October Afternoon. 

ACT 1!—The Same. Before Dinner. 

ACT Ul—The Same. Some Hours Later. 
(During this act the curtain is lowered to 
a short lapse of time.) 

Pomeroy’s Past is an asinine little 
comedy, the life of which depends solely 
on the personal drawing power of Ernest 
Truex and Laura Hope Crews. 

At the end of the second act the com- 
pany files off to the dining room leaving 
Pomeroy to talk of babies with Fran- 
cesca, his sister’s embroidering dress- 
maker. The butler, fearing his master 
may miss his dinner, enters and says, 
“Shall I carry you in a tray, Sir?’’, to 
which’ Pomeroy brightly retorts, “No, 
thanks, I think I can walk.” Curtain. 
This being a perfectly fair example of 
the intended “wit” thruout the three acts 
(and there are undoubtedly those who 
might think it gorgeous), little else need 
be said about the play for little else it 
contains. The thin plot has Pomeroy 
relieve his disappointment in love by 
adopting an orphan, thus allowing the 
old trick of “getting” the audience by 
presenting a five-year-old child on” the 
stage. In grder to overcome his maidenly 
sister’s objections, Pomeroy declares him- 
self to be the father of the youngster 
ind the usual”complications follow, tho 
the complications are terribly sparse. 
Failing material, the script is dded out 
with repetition of lines. If Clare Kum- 
mer’s Good Gracious, Annabelle; A Suc- 
cessful Calamity and Rollo’s Wild Oats 
were light, her latest is a vacuum. 

Ernest Truex, besides being coproducer 
and stage director of the piece, plays the 
title role of Pomeroy. In his dry way, he 
artfully manages to do fairly well with 
his part, but he lends neither himself nor 
his supporting cast much help with his 
direction which is exceedingly stiff and 
unnatural with characters kept standing 
for long periods in awkward positions, 
with formalized placing of furniture, with 
low pacing of dialog and action and 
with constant repetition left uncut. Ease 
and speed seem essential in such a play 
as this, 

Laura Hope Crews is delightful as ever. 
The limits of her role of the maiden 
sister, of the lines, of the play, hamper 
her but very little for her skill is in 
bringing out the minor values and the 
hidden femininities ef her characters. An 
author’s bare suggestion is enough for 
Miss Crews, 


Of the rest of the cast, Montague 
Rutherfurd stands out. His opportunities 
as the butler are naturally very limited 
but in his few appearances and occasional 
lines, he makes himself so amusingly in- 
teresting that it seems a pity we cannot 
see more of him. The versatile talents 
of Osgood Perkins are wasted in the flat 
role of Pastor Heminway, a character so 
crudely and incongruously drawn that 
he is made to say, “My God, Amanda, 
you don’t mean to say so—”, and other 
Speeches hardly befitting the righteous 
doctor of divinity he is supposed to be. 
Helen Chandler is rather miscast as 
Mary Thorne, who has waited years for 
Pomeroy to propose and has finally be- 
come engaged to another in the hope of 
forcing him to disclose his heart. She 
handles the part nicely but her youthful, 


*xceedingly ingenuish appearance belies 
her character and actions. Marjorie 
Kummer, too, seems miscast. Tho she 


's attractive, she is hardly the type to be 
the seductive Francesca. However, as 
‘he is Clare Kummer’s daughter, the au- 
‘hor must know what she wants and the 
younger Miss Kummer is certainly to be 


commended for the smoothness of her 
berformance, 


Little Eleanor Frances Shaw is quite 
43 adorable as she is intended to be as 
the adopted five-year-old. Dorothy Peter- 
on, as the nurse from the orphanage, 
may be described with the same adjective 
— the brief acting which accompanies 
‘er looks igs as amply satisfying. Richard 
Barbee and Harry Oldridge do good work 
in the remaining two roles, and the single 
Setting is also more than adequate in 
fiffing the peeds of the play.

The ingredients of this particular 
Cherry Pie are uncommon!y rare. In its 
serving, however, the inexperience of 
those who set it before you is rather a 
handicap to thoro enjoyment. 

The cooks therefore deserve most of 
the credit. Seldom in a single revue is 
there found such an abundance of humor, 
novelty and imagination. The program 
reads “All material is fully protected by 
copyright,” but those who conceive the 
uptown shows might well find profit in 
a general lesson.

Joe DeMilt To Send 
“Vanities” on Tour 


Prominent Road Manager’s First 
Attempt With Big Revue--- 
Acquires Rights to Earl Car- 
roll’s Current Edition 


New York, April 24—Joseph DeMilt 
has acquired the road rights to the cur- 
rent edition of Earl Carroll's Vanities 
and will send it on tour next fall with 
a company of 75 players. It will be his 
first attempt with a big Broadway revue 
and, with the exception of the edition of 
George White's Scandals sent out last 
season by George Wintz, it will be the 
first of the leading revues ever to be 
sent on tour under any other than the 
original management. . 

The road company will open in Scran- 
ton, Pa., September 10 and will cover the 
principal cities in the North until mid- 
winter when it is planned to send the 
troupe to Florida for an extended en- 
gagement. The show will be exactly the 
same as the production now at the Earl 
Carroll Theater except that all nudity 
will be eliminated to meet the require- 
ments of the road. As in the current edi- 
tion, William Grew will stage the 
sketches and@ dialog, David Bennett will 
direct the dances and ensembles, and 
Earl Carroll will supervise the entire pro- 
duction for DeMilt. The offering will be 
presented by Joseph DeMilt, Inc., and not 
under the name of Nicolai, Welch & 
DeMilt, as DeMilt is taking this step in- 
dependent of hjs partners. 

Carroll intends to replace his present 
edition with a new Vawities at the Earl 
Carroll ‘Theater some time in July and 
he has decided to give up his former 
hebit of senditlg his annual show on tour 
after the Broadway run. At least, he 
will not send the current edition out, and 
has therefore parted with the road rights 
The tour of the fall version was unsuc- 


cessful and brief, due mainly to local 
authorities outside of New York object- 
ing to the nudity in the show DeMilt 


will keep his production dressed to meet 
all requirements and predictg that he will 
thus gain the censors’ favor, at the same 
time giving the out-of-town stands the 
benefit of all of the other features of 
Carroll’s révue.

— Wednesday Arthur Shirley, de- 
scribed as managing producer of Pyramid 
Pictures, Ltd., was granted his discharge 
from bankruptcy. 

After a successful season at the Crystal 
Palace the Chaplir film is now being 
screened at the Australian Picture Palace, 
Sydney, where The Gold Rush is being 
well patronized. 

Empire Theaters, Ltd., has recently 
been formed in Sydney for the purpose 
of erecting a house of entertainment op- 
posite Central Square. Building will com- 
Mence next month. The shareholders in- 
clude several well-known names: Rufe 
Naylor (managing dictator), Joe Gar- 
diner, R. Moran, Joe Matthews, Theo 
Leonard and Solomon Goldstein. 

An announcement of particular interest 
to the film trade gay is the recon- 
struction of Imperial Films, which will, 
in future, trade under the name of Great- 
er Imperial Films, Limited, and will 
have, as itg managing director, _—— 
Marlow, a name to conjure with in the 
dramatic field of Australia and New 
Zealand during a long period of years. 

The fire bug has arrived in Brisbane. 
Already the Broadway and Renown the- 
aters have had outbreaks. Last Sat- 
urday morning Mr. Laker, of Mowbray 
Park Pictures, Ltd., discovered that some- 
one had attempted to set fire to his 
theater, having piled all the canvas chairs 
and cushions together and started a 
fire.

NO JUSTICE 


In Arbitration Under Existing Conditions, 
Wisconsin Exhibitor Declares

New York, April 24.—That the prin- 
ciple of arbitration may be all right but 
that as long as the exchange members 
will vote solidly against the exhibitor in 
film disputes, no matter what the evi- 
der.ce shows, a8 is the case in Milwaukee, 
there can be no justice in it (arbitratéon), 
is the gist of an opinion expressed by 
WD. Martin, exhibitor of Mineral Point, 
Vis., in a letter to Torn Waller, editor 
of the Official Bulletin of the Motion Pic- 
ture Theater Owners of America, and 
published therein in its latest issue. , 

Martin was led to an expression of his 
observations as a result of the decision 
in favor of the exhibitor in the dispute 
between two theater owners of Maine 
and the Famous Players-Lasky Corpora- 
tion arising out of an attempt on the 
part of the latter to substitute pictures 
for The Vanishing American and Con- 
quered. 

The Wisconsin exhibitor brings out a 
very important point in his letter in that 
it is his observation that “the contract is 
not binding on the exchange, which can 
viclate it at will and the board will still 
hold the contract binding on the ex- 
hibitor.”’ 

“Tf it had been in Milwaukee,”” Martin 
declares, “where the actions of the board 
come under our observation, we would 
ecnsider that a miracle had occurred 
when the exhibitor even was considered.”

CLEVELAND ZONING 
PLAN DISCONTINUED 


Cleveland, April 24.—The zoning plan 
under which pictures in Cleveland terri- 
tory have been sold has been discontinued 
after a two years’ trial. Notice to this 
effect was sent William M. James, presi- 
dent of the M. P. T. O. of Ohio by the 
local film Board of Trade, which adopted 
it two years after it had been worked 
out by a committee of exhibitors and 
exchange managers. 

At the time the Cleveland Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors’ Association refused to 
approve the plan, but jt was_ placed in 
force by the Film Board of Trade not- 
withstanding the protest and has been in 
operation since. Recently a committee 
was appointed by James to meet with the 
local Film Board of Trade on the matter 
of the zoning plan.

Strand 


Film: “Old Loves and New” 
(First National) 


Marion Fairfax, well-known scenario 
writer, joined the independent army of 
film makers recently with a bang and 
with this, her fifst production, lands on 
Broadway without any difficulty via the 
First National route. That this eminent 
distributing company should release Miss 
Fairfax’s first production is not unusual 
for the reason the picture is one of fair 
entertainment value. It at least hits a 
fair average, is well dane, and ought to 
make some real money. The picture is 
based on The Desert Healer; a novel by 
E. M. Hull, English woman author, who 
apparently has the same obsession for the 
desert that Elinor Glyn has for sex ap- 
peal. She was responsible for The Sheik, 
which Rudolph Valentino helped make 
famous, and has turned out another book, 
The Sons of the Sheik, which Valentino 
is now making. Her literature is all 
right if you like that “sort of thing”. 


With the directorial aid of Maurice 
Tourneur Miss Fairfax has fashioned 
out The Desert Healer, a not haif bad 
film. It has about it the mark of the na- 
tional producer and moves along on the 
crest of sufficient action brought about by 
a congeries of intrigues. Miss Fairfax 
herself adapted the story to the screen, 
and Samuel Rork is billed as presenting 
the production. mene those in the cast 
are Lewis Stone, Barbara Bedford, Walter 
Pidgeon, Katherine McDonald and Tully 
Marshall. 

The week’s stage show was one of the 
best seen at this house. John Quinlan, 
tenor, opened with a solo of Moonlight 
Dreams, rendering the number in_ his 
accustomed pleasing manner, and Mlle. 
Klemova and M. Kiddon followed with a 
tango, executed in equally as pleasing 
a manner. The Mark Strand Ballet 
Corps, a company of capable dancers, ap- 
peared in a well-routined number, and 
Pauline Miller hove her ingratiating self 
in sight to offer a vocal solo. She poses- 
ses a charming voice and makes a de- 
cidedly attractive appearance. One of the 
best features of the Strand presentation 
proved to be Bernardo De Pace, mandolin 
virtuoso. He offered several numbers, 
closing with the catchy Nola, into which 
he ejected just the slightest trace of 


comedy. De Pace gave way to that in- 
teresting team, De Haven and Nice, whose 
classical dance burlesque has _ turned 
many a vaudeville audience to unbr.dled 
laughter. They went over to a resounding 
hand here when reviewed. Theirs is an 
act that appears more to advantage in 


a motion picture house than in vaudeville, 
altho it is a strictly comedy turn. Allen 
White's Collegians, also from the two-a- 


ay, drew the show to a close in virtually 
the same routine they offered while in 
vaudeville. Theirs was a distinct hit. 


This orchestra is particularly suited to 
the motion picture houses.

Encomiums for Malcolm St. Clair, di- 
rector! He has most certainly proved his 
ability. With The Grand Duchess and 
the Waiter, from the stage play of the 
same name, which he made highly en- 
tertaining by his expert touches, evi- 
dence of his ability as a director began 
to take definite form. With his latest 
effort, also starring the bland Adolphe 
Menjou, it is driven home beyond perad- 
venture of doubt. A Social Celebrity 
might have beeh veritable screen trash in 
the hands of another. It’s a splendid 
example of what a competent director 
like St. Clair can accomplish with pre- 
cisely nothing to work on. The story 
is the most puerile that ever reached the 
screen, and had so little substance to it 
that St. Clair was forced to go to his 
wits’ end to pull it thru. Ostensib’; he 
became aq litte disgusted and sud enly 
brought it to a close. The abruy :ness 
of the finish and the reaction that the 
pieture seemed shorter than most in- 
dicated this was the case. Some of the 
subtitles were tiresome, but on the whole 
they aere above the ordinary run.

Berlin News Letter

ERLIN, Apri! 7.—It was 

one of America's most 

Shakespearean actors, 
Hackett, that the American Luncheon 
Club had called together its members 
and prominent guests at the Adlon Hotel. 
The president of the German Actors’ As- 
sociation, Gustav Rickelt, welcomed Mr. 
Hackett in the name of all German 
actors, celebrating him as the world’s 
greatest interpreter of Shakespeare. Mr. 
Hackett delivered the principal address 
of the day, stressing the important part 
played in the world’s affairs by American 
artists and Americans in general, who 
sally forth from their country to tour 
the world and as “informal diplomatic 
representatives of the United States” 
bring back the picture of conditions in 
other countries and at the same time 
representing Americans abroad. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hackett are leaving Berlin shortly 
for Munich and Carlsbad. 

Encouraged by the enormous success of 
the UFA film, A Waltz Dream, which, by 
the way, now runs to packed houses also 
in London and will soon be taken to 
Broadway, Manager Saltenburg has de- 
cided to mount this half-forgotten oper- 
etta of Oscar Straus again, with the 
composer himself in the chair, at the 
Deutsche Kuenstler Theater. Kaethe 
Dorsch is playing the leading role and, 
judging from last night's reception, Sal- 
tenburg has another winner. Needless to 
add that Straus considered it wise to 
modernize the music by adding a touch

Pirandello's latest, 
Riciden, staged by Max Reinhardt at the 
Kammerspiele, is considered the weakest 
play of the Italian Maestro in spite of 
an excellent mise en scene and a selected 
cast with Maria Orska, Guelstorff and 
Vallentin in the main roles. 

The Charlottenburg Opera House, under 
the general management of Bruno Walter 
and Heinz Tietjen, closes with a deficit of 
$200,000 its first season as a civic the- 
ater. Admission prices have been con- 
siderably reduced, with the top only $3 
instead of $4.50. 

The Wintergarten also has reduced its 
admission since the Easter holidays, 
charging now from 18 cents to $1.25, 
against the Scala's 25 cents to $1.75. The 
Wintergarten announces its last program 
the current season, fixing the reopening 
for August 1. The Scala will keep open 
during the summer except for the month 
of July. 

German vaudeville seems to be on the 
wane, judging from the many closings 
of big-time houses during the current 
season. With the tariff contract, the 
world’s best contract for vaudeville actors 
in force since many years, it appears that 
before long there will not be many houses 
worth while in the country. Away from 
Rerlin with the Wintergarten and the 
Scala there is yet left the Hansa, Ham- 
burg; Liebich, Breslau (a doubtful house 
for next season on account of continued 
poor business); Apollo, Nuremberg; 
Deutches Theater, Munich, and possibly 
the Cristal! Palast, Leipzig. All the others 
have disappeared from the long list of 
continental variety theaters. Big towns 
like Hannover and Cologne do not figure 
any longer, and Frankfort, with its large 
Schumann Theater, only plays vaudeville 
once or twice during the season. Another 
bie loss is Dresden, which town in pre- 
war days had two fine vaudeville the- 
aters, the Central and the Victoria Salon, 
both closed now to vaudeville. The Drei 
Linden, Leipzig, may before long also 
disappear, altho a change of management 
was effected recently and ft is too early 
yet to jump to conclusions. This house 
has been trying to get rid of its future 
bookings by several means on account 
of disastrous business. At some other 
halls like the Walhalla Halle, the Cristall 
Palast, Leipzig. and the Cristall Palast, 
Frankfort, the crash was only averted by 
a change of management. The Apollo, 
Berlin, the Battenberg, Leipzig, and the 
Tivoli, Insterburg, have changed policy 
and are now playing pictures, while 
several others have gone over to revue, 
for instance, the Admirals Palace and 
Wien-Berlin, both in this city. The Wal- 
halla, Berlin, is now a legitimate house 
and the Apollo, Mannheim, is closed al- 
together. So it cannot be denied that 
the future outlook for German big-time 
vaudeville is pretty bad, especially for 
native performers. who have little chance 


of getting dates. As regards foreign acts,

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PASSING OF BURLESQUE 


The Columbia Amusement Company 
is going to disassociate itself from the 
term “burlesque”. 

The word has fallen into evil repute 
—it has become troublesome—and the 
death sentence has been passed upon it. 

Cases of burlesque shows being ar- 
rested for giving “indecent” perform- 
ances have been quite frequent of late, 
and this may or may not have had 
something: to do with the decision to 
drop the word “burlesque” from Colum- 
bia shows. 

There is, however, a good argument 
in extenuation of the type of show put 
om by burlesque companies. 

3urlesque caters to a certain class. It 
draws a lot of hard, rough-and-ready, 
plain-spoken individuals to whom frank- 
ness and crudities and specious broad 
comedy “bits” are just items of amuse- 
ment and no more. 

They gobble up the stuff like a bunch 
of children at a clown festival—and with 
the same feeling of innocence. 

The burlesque patron does not at- 
tend a show with the idea that he is 
going to see something bad or of a for- 
bidden nature; this idea belongs solely 


to the class of persons who deport 
hemselves carefully at home but fork 
up $5.50 for a seat to a nude revue 
when they go to New York. 

It is only the casual visitors in a bur- 
lesque house and the narrow-minded re- 
formers who see anything bad in a 
properly conducted burlesque perform- 


ance. These persons do not look at the 
shows in respect to the class of amuse- 
ment seekers for which they are in- 
tended. They also forget that, after all, 
burlesque is burlesque in the real mean- 
ing of the word, and that this excuses a 
whole lot. 


Burlesque has its following, and that 
following is not interested in anything 
except burlesque. If burlesque goes, 
they go too.

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CARPENTER-SHOP DRAMA 

Why is America turning out so little 
of the class of drama that will live as 
literature ? 

Because most of our so-called drama- 
tists are nothing more than carpenters. 

They saw and nail together the same 
old two-by-fours year after vear. 

They labor to be clever about trivial 
things instead of seeking the inspiration 
of visions that will write themselves in 
beautiful language. 

They deal with the small questions 
of sex and the narrow facts of life, 
thereby evading beauty, art and faith in 
a false and futile romanticism. 

George F. Holland writes in The 
Curtain : 

“The great dramas were made by 
men who had seen visions and dreamed 
dreams, who had the gift of tongues and 
found the perfect, appropriate and in- 
evitable expression. They force us to 
catch the beauty and truth in the night. 
They make us share their concentrated 
experience.” 

And again: 

“Seriousness does not imply funereal 
solemnity. Wisdom does not signify 
sententiousness. But we shall not get 
great drama until the world has been 
roused out of its mental sloth. The 
comfortable doctrine of democracy that 
all ideas are worthy of statement, all 
works equaly worthy of consideration 


of knocking the folks of one State to 
t! of another. 

Irate editors of daily papers out that 
way printed the mean things said by 
the comedian, especially his complaints 
about poor audiences, and pointed out 
that the jabs and wisecracks provoked 
some snickers but failed to register as 
real humor. 

The papers even went so far as to say 
they hoped Hitchy really meant it when 
he said it was his “farewell tour”. 

What in the name of sock and bus- 
kin could have possessed Hitchy to 
commit such an obviously suicidal 
blunder? 
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ART THEATERS FAIL 


Art for art’s sake is given another 
bump on the head by the action of four 
New York groups—the Provincetown 
Players, the Greenwich Village Thea- 
ter, the Actors’ Theater and _ the 
Stagers—which met recently to discuss 
plans for uniting in one body with their 
joint affairs placed in the hands of 
BUSINESS MEN. 

An art theater, in order to make both 
ends meet, must present plays that are 
financial as well as artistic successes. 

The chief trouble with many art 
groups is that they are entirely too ob- 
sessed with “art”. They carry their “art” 
to freakish extremes. 

The business man in the theater is 
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Spoiling Stock Royalties on Plays

CCORDING to the new basic agreement between the dramatists and 
the producing managers, a play can be sold for motion picture pro- 
+ duction any time after a run of three weeks in New York and 75 


With the motion picture people anxiously waiting to pounce upon this 
material as soon as it is available, and with many film producers actually 


backing the stage presentations so that they may have first call on the 
film rights, it looks as tho not much time will elapse between ‘the spoken 
offering and the film unraveling of the same play. 


And what about the stock rights? 


If plays are to be released to the movies so soon, the film versions 
will be showing thruout the country long before all the stock and reper- 
toire companies will have had a chance to present the plays. 


It stands to reason that a stock company, 


with admission prices 


ranging up to a dollar or more, cannot compete with the film presentation 
of the same story «at prices of 10 and 20 cents, and it is not reasonable 
to expect these dramatic organizations to offer the plays after they have 


been played out in movie form. 


The film rights to a play may net the author a good lump sum, but 
if he loses out on the stock and repertoire rights he will lose many times 
as much as he gets from the picture concerns. 

Only, one payment is made in disposing of the film rights, whereas the 
revenue from stock and repertoire goes on for several years.

Not a day passes without the arrival 
of some newspaper clipping or direct 
report indicating that legislation is 
afoot in many Florida cities to keep 
traveling shows out altogether. 

This is bad news, but sympathy is 
bound to be with the complainants this 
time. 

Last winter was a red one in Florida. 
Next winter will be different. - 

Will showmen EVER learn to look 
ahead more than a season—or a month 
—or even a day? 


PUNISHING HITCHY 


Raymond Hitchcock has put himself 
in wrong out West. 

The population of the great open 
spaces seems to think a powerful lot of 
the saying that admonishes folks to love 
their neighbors, and Hitchy, unmindful 
of this, made the unforgivable mistake 


more practical. He doesn’t let an ab- 
normal artistic sense influence him into 
undertaking ventures that are fore- 
ordained failures. 

There is need for experimental work 
in the theater, and this work must be 
done by organizations like the Theater 
Guild and the Neighborhood Playhouse, 
institutions solidly established on a busi- 
ness basis quite aside from their artistic 
endeavors. 

The subsidized municipal theater is 
another recourse, but not such a good 
one, for the reason that the productions 
in such a playhouse would be more or 
less circumscribed. The public might 
gradually look upon the offerings of 
these groups as dramatic “medicine” 
prescribed for its benefit, and this 
thought in itself would cause many to 
shun the productions.

weeks and four days, is displaying its 
wonders. In a thoroly modern structure, 
actually seating 14,135 people, more than 
twice the capacity of the old Garden, 
this wonder show of the ceritury played 
to turnaway crowds at every perform- 
ance Easter week. At the Easter Mon- 
day matinee the police reserves were 
called out to clear the streets of the 
clamoring throngs that still sought ad- 
mission long after the last ticket had 
been disposed of. 


No wonder the faces of the staff and 
front-door men were wreathed in smiles! 
In spite of the theatrical, motion picture 
and varied amusement attractions in the 
Roaring Forties and Frantic Fifties, a 
few blocks away, the crowds came, en- 
joyed three hours of good old circus at- 
mosphere and performance, and went 
away, tired but delighted. Captious critics, 
who each season decry the lack of novelty 
in circuses, freely admit the style, smart- 
ness, class and immenseness of this 1926 
production of the Ringlings. 

The show is in keeping with its new 
home. New York seldom admits it is 
astounded by the bigness of things. But 
when that Easter matinee audience was 
finally seated, when all the dazzling arcs 
and mazdas were turned on. when the 
trumpeters with Merle Evans’ wonderful 
band sounded the opening notes, the 
doors swung open and the tournament 
started, it took a pretty stolid citizen not 
to get a thrill. We climbed to the last 
row of the extreme west end, up countless 
steps and past tiers and tiers of seats 
and gazed over the sea of upturned faces 
intent upon an aerial number. The only 
comparison that will give any concep- 
tion of the grandeur and immensity of 
this view is that it reminds one of the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado, 

True, the New York “lot” is a good 
Ways from the dusty—or muddy—field at 
the edge of town where millions of 
American boys have found so much to 
interest them on “show day”. Naturally, 
being within a two minutes’ walk of 
Broadway, it would be. But the little 
chap, or the old one, who has come from 
Jersey, Brooklyn or the Bronx, via sub- 
way or trolley, getg just as big a kick 
trom the bare brick wall that now faces 
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Fight avenue as any smalltowner ever 
did at his first glimpse of the white tops. 


With steam cranes 
excavation at its base and the gaily 
colored circus bills * posted four stands 
high, this immense pile of brick and steel, 
topped with its fluttering flags and radio 
broadcasting towers, has a real romantic 
appeal, because here is the circus! 

Entering one of the many doors on 
either the 49th or 50th street side, one 
finds a spacious lobby, flanked with box 
offices with tickets for sale either for this 
or future performances. If you can see 
over the heads of the surging ticket buy- 
ers, or peer thru the brass gratings, you 
are likely to catch the eye of Stanley 
Dawson, 5 McGowan or “Capt.” 
Carroll. Or maybe it’s Harry Nolan, 
Buddy Hutchinson, or one of the other 
nimble-fingered ticket jugglers that is 
slipping the coveted pasteboards to the 
customers. And hovering in the back- 
ground you'll find Charley Hutchinson, 
who was in the business with Barnum, 
or Fred DeWolfe, who sleeps on receipt 
statements and has box-office figures 
served with his meals. 

Gray-uniformed attendants, resplendent 
in brass buttons and gold braid take the 
tickets at the door and politely but firmly 
sidestep the chap who wants to go in to 
use the ‘phone. Genial George Smith 
hovers about, always alert and efficient. 
Tireless ushers direct the bewildered 
patron to the right stairway or the cor- 
rect corridor that will lead to his num- 
bered seat, which he usually finds after 
endless parades thru the subways and 
concrete caverns of this duplicate of the 
Grand,Central subway station. After be- 
ing proffered a program by Tom Burke, 
the amusement seeker is preferably di- 
rected to stairways conveniently arranged 
near both entrances to the exhibition hall 
below, filled with strange and curious 
people that Clyde Ingalls has retained 
or collected for this season. Here also 
they find the most complete traveling 
menagerie in the world, this season under 
the direction of Harry Rooney. 


Prominent signs direct the patrons up- 
stairs to the arena, mezzanine and 
baleony seats, but we ducked back up 
to the 49th street “front door” just in 
time to meet handsome Lew Graham, the 
man with the grace of a Beau Brummel 
and the voice of a Staten Island tugboat, 
who has told half the world to: “Look! 
Watch her!” Lew was cordial, but rest- 
less until he had secured his silk topper 
that he wears in the ring and had parked 
the nightebefore in the midget office in 
charge of Charley Kannaly. Dusting a 
speck off his dull black shoes, adjusting 
a pearl button of his gray spats, and 
smoothing an imaginary wrinkle from his 
immaculate black cutaway coat, Lew sug- 
gested that we imbibe some refreshment 
at Leo Crook’s ritzy juice stand in the 
lobby. It looks more like a soda fountain 
in the Astor than a thirst-quenching joint 
that will be set up daily on the show lot. 
Lew took milk and we had orangeade. 

Lew is Indiana folks, hailing originally 
from Crawfordsville, and is diplomatic 
enough never to forget to inquire about the 


working in the 


Hoosier climate, crops, etc. But he is a 
New Yorker now, and speaks proudly of 
his permanent apartment on 44th street, 
almost opposite the new Martin Beck 
Theater. So, during the New York en- 
gagement of the Big Show, Lew lives 
quietly at home and, after lunch, strolls 
nonchalantly over to the Garden and 
takes up his duties with the circus with 
the air of a Wall street broker clipping 
U. S. steel coupons. Lew never “high 
hats” anybody but he adds a lot of class 
to “the biggest thing that moves”. 

John Brice, “chief of police”, of Iron- 
ton, O., and the best-known officer in the 
United States, came up with a cheerful 
“Howdy, Bill. Thanks for the pictures 
of our mulligan at London, Can., last 
year. Going to ride with us again this 
year? Good.” And Frank Cook, who does 
the legal adjusting so efficiently and 
quietly that you often wonder what he 
does around the show. And “Chic” Bell! 
Good, old, ever-smiling “Chic’, one of 
the best-liked men in the circus world, 
who can sell more grand stands, pacify 
more kicks, direct more people and un- 
reel the coaxingest come-on “Don’t-you- 
want-to-go-first-class” spiel and at the 
same time look over the bobbed-haired 
ones in the knee-kissing skirts than any- 
one since Noah ran a boat show. 


Down a corridor from some place came 
“boss” Fred Warrell, big of frame and 
hearty with his handshake, a lifelong 
friend of ours and the kind of a pal you 
can live with in town or fish with in the 
wilds and who won’t get mad if you use 
his share of the bait. Fourteen years 
with the Big One now, the confident and 
trusted assfstant of Mr. John and Mr. 
Charles, a quiet, efficient executive who 
anticipates demands and gets things done 
cheerfully and without any fuss ‘Lives 
with the show all the year ‘round. Starts 
rebuilding as soon as she is parked in the 
barns at Bridgeport for the winter. Rolls 
it into the garden and goes back to 
winter quarters to get the cars, canvas 
and baggage stock ready for the road. 


Down to New York occasionally when 
needed. Warrell doesn’t seek personal 


publicity, preferring to let his work speak 
for itself. He is constantly suggesting 
new ideas that will better the perform- 
ance or speed up the movements. He and 
Charley Kannaly @ésigned the jewel-stud- 
ded miniature tableau wagons. He has just 
perfected a new mechanical clown stunt 
introducing comic-strip characters known 
to millions of kiddies thruout the country 
and an original pantomime bit that will 
make every member of the Elks’ lodge 
that sees it want to go out and buy an- 
other ticket. Saturday night he watched 
the 12th turnaway crowd of the week 
mill thru the big entrances. Then he 
went back to the Connecticut town to 
paraffin the big top on Sunday. 

But the first day he met us Warrell 
was on his way backstage and we went 
along. Thru miles of corridors, down 
iron stairs, ‘round corners, thru a door- 


way and into the improvised dressing- 
room sections. Like some other theaters 
we have seen, after they arranged for 


the stage and the audience they thought

of the performers. The Big Shew is 
cramped, crowded and handicapped at 
the “back door” and there isn’t any lot 
to spread out on. But there is no 
perceptible slowing up of the performance 
on this account. There is only one run- 
way from the arena floor to the next 
level where the ring stock and elephants 
are quartered in cement-floored, electric- 
lighted stalls. Sometimes there is a bit 
of a jam when the “bulls” and camels 
used in the tournament are getting down 
from the arena and the 175 horses used 
in the “Garland Cavalcade” are coming 
up. Those jeweled tableau wagons, rep- 
resenting diamonds, rubies and emeralds, 
each costing more than $7,500, have to be 
looked after. It takes a special crew to 
protect them as they come rushing off, 
the gaily caparisoned horses unhitched, 
and the wagons shunted to one side to 
make room for the camels and elephants 
that are following close behind. It is 
some task to protect these mirrored 
wagons from prodding wagon tongues 
or careless prop boys, and it will be 
somebody's job on the road to keep this 
fragile-looking parade paraphernalia in 
condition, altho every possible precaution 
from the point of construction has been 
taken. The glittering sides are hinged to 
fold up with the crystals inside, thick 
padding has been provided and Warrell 


‘says they will ride all right. 


Standing at the foot of railed steps op- 
posite the exit door of the arena, getting 
the view of the entire length and height 
of the huge building with its tiers upon 
tiers of happy humanity, gazing thru the 
maze of aerial rigging to the lofty girders 
where the spotlight men work, one began 
to get some idea of the enormity of this 
great edifice that was housing the largest 
number of spectators ever gathered under 
one roof to see a circus. Here we stood 
on Wednesday as the selected freaks from 
the exhibition hall came from their walk 
around the arena—‘“a plentitudinous pro- 
cession of perplexing personalities”. Her: 
we stood as Zip, museum attraction, 
grizzled and gray, feeble of step and 
plainly exhausted, came off from his last 
appearance in public up to this time. As 
he came from the arena he sank on a 
property box and shook his head. “Whars 
the matter, John?” asked Warrell, “don’t 
you feel good?” “Very sick man,” was the 
reply. A few moments later he was 
stripped of his old, fussy brick-red gar- 
ment and hurried to Bellevue Hospital 
The doctors said he had pneumonia and 
he is still in a critical condition as this 
is being .written. The show people hope 
he will recover, but he has been ailing 
thru the winter and his strenuous work 
in Sunny, the Charlee Dillingham show 
at the New Amsterdam, has told on his 
constitution. Some weeks ago he laid off 
from acting and went to Bellevue for 
arest. The approach of the circus season 
warned him to be up and about. Zip 
put on his best smile and reported for 
duty the first night of the Big Show in 
the Gardeg Did friends greetea him and 
new ones asked a2 thousand and one ques- 
tions. Zip just grinned a reply. Silence

What T am trying to get at is. will 
the amusement business in general derive 
any benefit from this heavy influx of 
talent, or will the already o 
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ranks of the entertainment profession 
only be swelled and conditions made 
worse for all artists? ; 

If the broadcasting stations were to 
employ only professiona's, of which there 
is an abundance, it would naturally help 
the unemployment situation, but the more 
persons brought into this field the more 
unemployment there will be, especially in 
the lay-off seasons. :

ADD THEATER ANNOYANCES 


New York, April 21, 1926. 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—In your article on theater s, in 
this week’s issue of your remarkable pub- 
lication, there is one very bothersome 
annoyance which you have left out. This 
is the person who brings a baby and 
refuses to take him out when he starts 
crying. 

I know that many of the family thea- 
ters would suffer a loss of business if 
they were to put a rule in force against 
the admission of young children, but on 
the other hand these theaters lose many 
patrons who hate to be annoyed by a 
crying baby when they are out to be 
entertained. The noise made by a crying 
baby in a motion picture theater doesn’t 
rhyme very well with an orchestra or 
piano, and it always breaks the illusion 
of the picture. In vaudeville theaters. 
where the same annoyance is frequently 
ericountered, the result js just as bad. 

As a rule when a child starts to cry 
the person he is with will take him out- 
side somewhere, but ¥ have been in sev- 


eral houses where this is npt done and 
very often I, myself, have finally gone 
out because [ could stand the racket no 
longer. 

It would be a good idea if theater 
managers posted a rule to the effect that 
young children, when accompanied by 
adults, are admitted with the under- 
Standing that if the youngsters should 
cry or create a disturbance of any kind 
they must be taken out immediately, or 
taken out in the lobby until they quiet 
down again. With such a rule in force, 
and with ushers instructed to see that the 
rule is carried out—which they seldom 
do at present—I am sure it would work 
for the greater comfort of theatergoers 
and would draw more of them as regular 
patrons.

Kidd, the Parisian importation, seemed a 
bit ill at ease among so many strangers 
but put over his rope specialty in great 
shape. May Wirth, whom we saw last 
playing baseball in the “back yard” up 
in Canada, nodded a greeting and went 
in to wow ‘em with her fearless riding. 
Cy Compton galloped by at the head of 
his aggregation of mixed rough riders 
and rope-spinning wizards while Huling’s 
seals were trundled up and Alf Loyal’s 
dogs barkingly awaited their turn. Berta 
(Slats) Beeson had tiptoed by in a 
dazzling brief-skirted white satin dress, 
carefully adjusting her (his) black wig 
as she (he) passed for the wire number. 
The center-ring position is still held by 
this clever artist. 

A trip up the back stairs and an ear- 
splitting closeup of Merle Evans’ wonder- 
ful band that was dispensing musical hits 
at the rate of about 410 music cues to the 
hour was interesting and we went down 
stairs in time to examine Buck Baker’s 
chauffeurless breakaway taxi at close 
range. The Nelson Family, with that 
flip-flopping beauty, Theol, centering our 
attention, came from the arena as the 
Liberty horses went in. Then came the 
Clarkonians, whom we have watched 
since their first appearance at the New 
York Hippodrome more than 20 years 
ago, and the Siegrist-Silbon troupe, but 
we missed Tom Nelson. As Mabel Stark 
went by with her equine-aerial novelty, 
the balloon horse, something was said 
about eating dinner and interest in the 
performance, as seen from the rear, was 
lost for the time being. 

In the days of the old Garden down at 
24th and Madison avenue, many of the 
showfolk made their headquarters at the 
Broztell, Prince George, Amsterdam and 
other hotels in that locality. With the 
Garden transported uptown naturally 
there was a shift to that neighborhood 
and the New Forrest, on 49th street, just 
west of Broadway, was made official 
headquarters for the circus staff and a 
number of the performers. William F. 
Thomann, the manager, made every effort 
to accommodate the circus people, and 
altho somewhat handicapped by not hav- 
ing all of his floors furnished yet the 
entire hotel organization did everything 
possible to make things homelike. The 
press boys were located on the 16th floor 
and just below Ollie Webb established his 
“Ringling Club” with plenty of supplies 
from the “grocery wagon”. Here. nightly, 
after the day’s work was done, congenial 
friends were welcomed by the staff boys 
and some great tales were spun by big 
Bill Conway, who knows more about lots 
than a Florida real estate promoter; or 
Chief Brice, who knows every police 
captain in every town big enough to play 
the show; or Chick Bell, who spent his 
winter vacation deep-sea fishing off the 
West Florida Coast; or some of the 
visitors, who ranged from Baltimore fight 
managers to Indiana press agents. 

Not only did Ollie Webb, king of the 
commissaries, duly chaperon the cheese 
sandwiches and lobster salads served in 
Room 1506 at the Forrest, but in the 
building back of the new Garden he daily 
fed more than 500 of the show employees. 
Temporary kitchens were rigged up and 
tables built where good, wholesome food, 
the kind that Ollie knows so well how to 
prepare, is served promptly and ap- 
petizingly. 

On the mezzanine floor of the Garden, 
near the 49th street entrance where you 
went up to go down to the arena seats, 
wag the press department. A large, bare 
room with plenty of natural light, 
equipped with a few tables, t iters 
and telephones, had been turn over to 
the expert purveyors of publicity who will 
tell the waiting world of the wonders of 
the Big Show the coming season. Ed 
Norwood and Dexter Fellowes were con- 
stantly on the job. Lester Thompson 
and Roland Butler were in and out. 
Townsend Walsh was down town among 
the art editors planning rotogravure fea- 
tures. We noticed when Nerwood talked 
over the ‘phone he identified himself as 
being with “the circus”. The name of 
Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey Com- 
bined Shows was never mentioned. “The 
circus” was sufficient. There is only one 
circus that plays New York—and this is 
it. Further details were unnecessary. 
And when one sees the two-line squibs 
set in agate type that some of the New 
York shows were getting, the 26 full-page 
sheets of press stories, feature articles, 
pictures, roto pages and cartoons that 
had been devoted to the Big Show in a 
little more than two weeks, an idea of the 
importance of this attraction, even in 
show-ridden New York, is gained. 

This wealth of circus publicity, evi- 
dently given cheerfully and frequently 
sought after by special writers, is partly 
responsible for the tremendous business 
the show has been doing. Another to 
whom credit is due is Charles Snowhill, 
in charge of the billboard work. His 
crews spread paper over Greater New 
York on the most extensive scale the old 
town has ever known. The papering was 
done by the show’s regular billers and a 
mighty job it was. Up until 1917 the 
Ringlings used their billers in New York 
and their daubers and tackers always 
opened the season by making a spread 
for the Garden engagement. At that it 
was hard to get the boys together early 
in March, for there was usually snow on 
the ground and wintry gales blowing 
up the bay. In 1918 and thereafter the 
posting was done by New York bill- 
posters, who papered the town for the 


indoor date, with the trouping billposters 
reporting later for the first road stand, 
usually Philadelphia. This year the job 
was done by the show’s own crews. Be- 
sides the billing brigade, the show has 
three billing crews, each numbering about 
36, totaling more than 100 men, who all 
helped in hanging advertising matter in 
the metropolis this season. 

We passed up the trip to Bridgeport 
this season and missed seeing Carl Hath- 
away, Jimmy Whalen, “Happy Jack” 
Snelling, Joe Miller, John McLaughlin and 
some of the others who are busy around 
winter quarters until the show takes to 
the road. The rolling stock has all been 
overhauled, the wagons braced and re- 
painted, a new big top made, and every- 
thing is in readiness for the summer 
ramble after the New York date, which 
ends May 1.

The ninth annual Roundup at Belle- 
fourche, S. D., one of the outstanding 
yearly held contests, will this year (July 
5-7) be augmented by the holding of the 
first annual reunion of Roosevelt Bullock 
Cowboys—the boys who took their horses 
and went to Washington, D. C., as the 
late President “Teddy” Roosevelt's per- 
sonal body guard at his inauguration 
March 4, 1905. A reproduced photo on 
the letterhead of the reunion committee 
shows a number of “hands” well known 
in contest and other show circles. includ- 
ing Tom Mix, whose picture is numbered 
“11” in the group. Incidentally a ‘etter 


from Secretary R. L. Bronson, of the 
Roundup, informed that Mix had agreed 
to be there for the reunion. 

According to reports received from the 
office of Fred Beebe at Philadelphia, 
things are moving wonderfully in prepara- 
tion for his World’s International Cham- 
pionship Rodeo, which is to be staged in 
the Stadium the last three weeks of 
July, during the Sesqui-Centennial Expo- 
sition. Numerous “top hands” have al- 
ready signified their intention of being 
on hand to compete in the different con- 
tests, and it is expected that a larger 
number of contestants will be present 
than has heretofore gathered for a like 
event. 

A special feature of the Rodeo will

The gigantic stadium is located imme- 
diately in the Sesqui gtounds and is said 
to be the largest in the world. As there 
are 32,000,000 people within a radius of 
250 miles of the city of Philadelphia, and 
an extensive advertising campaign is un- 
der way by the officials of the Sesqui- 
centennial, turn-away audiences should be 
the result. Mr. Beebe has headquarters 
in the North American Building, and his 
office force is distributing prize lists to 
contestants thruout the country. Fred G. 
Walker, formerly for some time on the 
“outdoor” desk at the New York office of 
The Billboard, is with Beebe’s staff as 
personal representative.

There was a qeee run and early ar- 
rival at Little *k, with the parade 
out on time. There was a big matinee 
and capacity at night. Both The Gazette 
and Democrat gave the show great after- 
notices in the morning issue, The Demo- 
crate remarking: “The smart appearance 
of the entire equipment and the costumes 
of the performers was sufficient evidence 
that a circus of the highest type was in 
Little Rock.”

WILLOW GROVE PARK 


Noted Orchestra Leader Has Ambitious Plans for Popular Phila- 
delphia Resort---Many New Attractions To Be Installed--- 


Famous Bands Are To 


Be Featured as in, Past 


HILADELPHIA, April 23.—Willow Grove Park, for years one of the country’s 
P leading amusement resorts, and especially famous for its concerts by famous 


bands, has been taken over by 
its owner, the Philadelphia 
option of 10 more. The property is valued 
at $4,000,000, and is considered by park 
men and others as one of the most valu- 
able park properties in the country. It 
is 30 years old and has been run by the

Palisades Park 


Siarts Season With Same Staff as in 
Past Years—New Coaster Installed and 
Additional Bathhouses Built 


Palisades, N. J., April 24.—Schenck 
Bros.’ Palisades Park, located in the 
Palisades Mountains opposite West 125th 
street, New York City, will start its sea- 
son today. Many changes have been 
made in the park during the past winter. 
The Comet, a roller coaster, which has 
been in operation in the park for several 
years, has been dismantled and a new 
coaster, known as the Sky Rocket, has 
been installed by the management. The 
new ride is longer, higher, steeper and 
faster than the old one, which was one 
of the steepest and fastest gravity rides 
in this section of the country.

Three new concessions will be operated 
by J. J. McAndrews, one by Otto Mampe, 
and a photo gallery by Adolph Schwartz. 
All the old booths are still there and the 
same men who have been operating them 
for the past 17 years will be back behind 
them again this year. The Motor Park- 
way,.as the Custer cars attraction is 
known, has been considerably enlarged. 
It now occupies a plot about 60x120, mak- 
ing once around a complete ride instead 
of twice around as previously.

Crowd of 20,000 Throngs Re- 
sort on First Sunday --- 18 
Amusement Devices in Op-

Atlanta, Ga., April 22.—An attendance 
record was established at Lakewood Park 
Sunday afternoon when nearly 20,000 
persons thronged the big amusement re- 
sort to hear the season’s free musical 
concert given by the Elks’ Royal Purple 
Band and Nora Allen-Volpi, soprano and 
former member of the Chicago Opera 
Company.

With the opening date of the Sesqni- 
centennial Exposition § at Philadelphia 
drawing near, and speculation rife as to 
its drawing power, it is interesting to 
note what the world’s fairs of other days 


did in the way of attenda 2

century the Paris Exposition i A: 


registered an attendance of 5,162,330 The 
next important world exposition was that 
of London in 1862. The attendance was 
6,211,103, but it would undoubtedly have 
been much larger but for the death of the 
prince consort, which had a depressing 
effect on the exhibition. The Dublin 
Exposition in 1865 ran for six months 
and attracted 900,000 people. Two vears 
later another Paris Exposition was held 
Attendance was 6,805,969, and the total 
receipts were £420,735. 

The Centennial Exposition at Philade!- 
phia in 1876 registered an attendance 
of 9,892,625, of which number 8,004,214 
paid admission, the balance being ex- 
hibitors, officials and attendants. Admis- 
sion price was 50 cents, and the exposi- 
tion was not open nights nor on Sundays. 
The largest day's attendance was 274,919 
which also was the largest number that 
had ever attended any exhibition in one 
day up to that time. 

The Paris Exhibition of 1889 had an 
attendance of 32,350,297, and that of 
1900, running seven months, 39,000,000. 

The World’s Columbian Exposition at 

icago in 1893 ran from May 1 to Oc- 
tober 30. In that time the attendance 
was 21,477,215, and the largest day's at- 
tendance was 716,881.

Baron Sisters, 
Lorette Sisters andthe Webber Sisters, go 
aloft and do their picturesque and pretty 
turns while suspended from their teeth. 

As they left the Old Tyme English 
Hunt comes out, with the baying hounds 
and the entire corps of riders, men and 
women in red attire terminating with the 
jumpers. There was not a single miss of 
the high jumps nor any stalling by the 
horses, “Ruby”, the liberty jumper, do- 
ing her bit for a finale. 

On came the races with lady flat 
riders, then men in like sprints, pon'°s 
and monkey riders, liberty pony and the 
Roman standing race for a finale.
